Beirut, Nov. 4. 

The Lebanese Consultative Council, consisting 
of former Presidents, Premiers and Foreign Minis- 
ters, has urged collective Arab mediation between 
the Western Powers and Egypt, which has rejected 
proposals for joining a Middle East defence com- 
mand, according to usually reliable sources, 


The Council, summoned 
Khoury, suggested that in 


‘Lebanese delegation (o the United Nations to concen- 
trate on the organisation of this joint action. 


The dilegation is icaving for 
Paris on Tuesday for the General | 
Assembly session. 

According to the ;ame sources, 
the Lebanese Foreign Minister, 
Mr Charles Helu, told the Coun- 
cil that the four Western Powers 
sponsoring the pact—Britain, 
France, the United States; and 
Turkey ~--haod assured the 
Tebanon that: 

1.—The four powers would 
fuarantee the independence of 
the Lebanon, 


SEPARATE PACTS 


2. — Israel woukl not be tn- 
cluded in the common defence 
plan with the Arabs but that 
the Western Powers would 
conclude separate ugreements 
with her. This excluded the 
possibility of Israell troops 
being transported to Arab ‘er- 
ritorles, 

3, — The plan would be ap- 
plied only durtng a war but the 
Lebanon would receive arms 
and training In peace time. 

The Consultative Council ad- 
vised the Forelgn Minister to 
ask the Western Powers to put 
“more acceptable proposals" to 
Egypt on the proposed defence 
pact. 

The Counci) felt that it 
would be in the interest of the

But its view was that a final

Increased Living 


OUSEWIVES will not be surprised 
by the official figures describing 
the increased cost of living in Hong- 


kong. They have long been aware of the ; 


steady and persistent upsurge of prices 
associated with essential daily 
commodities and services and have had 
to \ revise their monthly budgets 
accordingly. The Government Statis- 
tician’s tabulations, however, make dis- 
agreeable reading. Today food costs 50 
per cent more than it did in 1948 and 
18 per cent more than a year ago, 
clothing is up 63 per cent compared 
with 1948 and 37.5 per cent on the 1951 
prices; fuel shows respective increases 
of 46 per cent and 18 per cent, while 
household utensils have advanced 62 per 
cént . since 1948 and are today 36 per 
cent more than a year ago. The dis- 
tracted householder wonders where all 
this is going to stop, and whether any- 
thing can be done, or should | be 
attempted, to halt the price spiral. 
‘Moreover, he is acutely aware that the 
- official price index represents a general 
average; that when it. comes to 
individual items, sonie are up 100 per. 
cent over 1948. Worst hit.by the higher. 
living. costs are the . middle standard 
salary .earners'whose HCL, even if 
variable, ‘does not keep strictly in pace 
with increasing bilan se They: are 
expected to keep up certain appearances 
“arid to maintain’ an approved: standard 
of’ living. Both ‘responsibilities are 
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Costs 


to stand up to large-scale subsidies. The 
: obvious alternative is increased salaries 
or higher cost of living allowances. This 
raises the spectre of inflation—of 
money chasing money and an inevitable 
depreciation in the spending value of 
our dollar. Personal retrenchment 
suggests one way of tackling the prob- 
lem, but this, in turn, involves reduced 
living standards. In fact, the adjust- 
ment of individual budgets is 
inescapable, but even this does not 
provide the whole solution. Commodity 
prices tend to vary too rapidly to permit 
accurate readjustment of expenditure 
in relation to income. Nor is it right 
that the wage earner should have to 
bear, unassisted, the burden of 
increased living costs. Government, it 
can be assumed, is fully alive to the 
difficulties confronting the community 
in consequence of the higher cost of 
goods and services, and it may consider 
worth exploring the possibility of 
adopting a restricted system of 
subsidising, within the limits « of the 
Colony’s financial resources, to enable 
the retail prices of certain: essential 
commodities imported from overseas to 
‘be maintained at reasonable levels, It

Washington, Nov. 4. 

India wants {0 co-operate 
with the Western Democracies 
for liberty and peace but 
differences exist as to the best 
way of achieving these objecis. 
the Indian Prime Minister, Mr 
Jawaharlal Nehru, said in a 
letter published tonight. 

His statement was a response 
te an appeal from 61 well- 
known American Mberals who 
wrote that India’s foreign 
policy had raised serious ques- 
ticns in their minds. 

“Our policy is not neutralist 
but, one of active endeavour to 
preserve and, if possible, 
establish peace on ai firm 
foundation,” Mr Nehru wrote. 

“On fundamental issues such 
as the liberty of the individual 
and the rule of law Ahere is 
no difference between India 
and other like-minded coun- 
tries. 

“Tt is only as regards the 
mehods to be employed to 
achieve the survival of freedom 
with peace that differences 
exist. 


“With the governments and 
peoples of the Western demo- 
eracies we sincerely desire io 
ceaselessly work for full co- 
operation in the cause of Hberiy 
and peace.” 

The appeal to Mr Nehru, made 
on October 3, said: “We find it 
tragic, indeed, that a great 
people such as yours, having 
fought for generations and 
fought successfully for iis own 
freedom, should now, having 
atiained it, seem blind. to the 
grave threat to freedom in other 
parts of the world.”"—Reuter.

E ex-brigade major’s

TO FIVE. 


-FIGHTERS 


Says PETER WILSON 


“4 can’t live and sleep with my fighters.” Thus said | 


Mr Benjamin Huntman, manager of boxers, after he had 


been suspended for a year. 


“Pyt my. case forward. This 


is the only business I’ve got,” he added. 

And this to me spotlights one of the grave troubles 
in boxing—the fact that a manager is allowed to have a3 
many boxers as he can persuade to sign for him. 


When 1 asked pal Benny how 
many, fightera he was now 
managing he began to name 
them; “Tommy McGovern, Billy 
Thompson, Danny O'Sullivan 
(ex-bantam-weight champion), 
Jimmy Davis....Oh! efght, or 
perhaps it’s nine.” 

Which seems to me a dad 
thing, because my opinion ts that 
a boxing manager should be 
guide, philosopher, and friend to 
each-—and all—of his charges, 
who are, afwer all, risking their 
health and strength every time 
they step into the ring in the 
toughest sporting occupation in 
he world, 


CO-OP SYSTEM 

Pal Benny {s not the only 
manager who goes in for this 
“co-op shop" system of con- 
trolling athletes. At one time I 
knew @ manager who lived in the 
nonth-west of England and 
managed fighters who lived in 
owns ranging from the north of 
Scotland to the south of Devon. 

If a manager lives hundreds of 
miles from his ‘boxer how can 
he know whether the kid ts 
mentally right? How can he 
know if he only turns up on the 
night of the fight—assuming he 
does even {hat much—whether 
a boxor hhas.ibroken his hand, or 
his heart, in training? 

Huntman is a kindly man. He 
says 50 himself. He told me:~ 

“T’ve never had a fighter leave 
me, never had one punch drunk; 
they always had little businesses 
when they've finished with me 
and with the game. I’m aq a 
father to itthem—I’m like a 
brother. I speak from my heart, 

“I have sleepless nights for my 
fighters, but there ane other 
managers who should be put in 
ihe hangman's noose — they 
should be put in the slaugh er- 
house. I could give you 
cases...." 

FAVOURS ONE

The bank rate, at present fixed 
wt two percent, has for some time 
been ineffective in the sense that 
an increase would have im- 
mediate and dramatic results. 
The assumption that it will be 
raised implies, therefore, the 
belief that steps will be taken

STRONG LINE 

Whatever the merits or de- 
merits of an “orthodox” approach 
to disinflation, there seems to be 
little doubt—at least in the minds 
of most Investors—that the 
Government will take a strong 
line of monetury policy. 

Acting on this assumption the 
gitt-edged market has already 
gone a long way towards the 
desired aim of raising interest 
rates. 

Even though raising of the 
bank rate may be decried by 
advocates of cheap money, It 
would not be surprising if the 
rate were increased to four per- 
cent.

GREY ZONE 

Eisenhower said he had been 
called to Washington to report 
to the President on the military 
phase of NATO. In saying that 
there had been encouraging as 
well as discouraging develop- 
ments in the NATO military 
setup, Eisenhower commented 
that “There is always the grey 
zone of human affairs.” 

Eisenhower's oblique reference 
to difficulties seemed to fit in 
with widely current reports 
here that a new objective is to 
get arms into a compact, fully- 
equipped mutual defence or- 
ganisation quickly rather than 
continue to push at a much 
slower pace toward 2 goal of 70 
or 80 ground divisions some 
time in 1954. 

Among other things this will 
mean fto the United States are 
these: 

There would have to be a shift 
in arms production emphasis to 
Speed up the flow to Europe 
under the mutual defence agsis-
